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CALIFORNIA'S  WATER  PROBLEM 

Some  historians  say  that  civilization  begins— or  is  at  least  generously  nourished— by  the 
co-operative  action  to  which  men  are  impelled  by  the  urgent  need  for  irrigation;  and  that 
its  end  is  heralded  by  the  degeneration  of  this  co-operation  into  monopoly  and  compulsion. 

If  these  historians  are  right,  the  Burns-Porter  Water  Bond  Act,  soon  to  come  before 
California  voters,  can  make  or  break  the  State.  The  Act  involves  the  largest  bond  issue 
ever  proposed  in  any  state  of  the  Union.  Lay  $50  bills  end  io  end  from  Kern  County  to 
the  northern  ice  cap  and  you  will  have  $1%  billion,  or  enough  money  to  make  1750  mil- 
lionaires. This  is  the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  proposed.  The  Act  provides  for  moving  water 
from  areas  of  surplus  to  areas  of  scarcity  and  seeks  to  establish  water  policies  that  will 
ccrlor  California's  future— lighter  or  darker,  depending  on  the  viewpoint— for  many 
years  to  come. 

There  are  two  simple  ways  to  decide  how  to  vote  on  this  seemingly  complicated  issue. 
One:  hold  a  witch  hazel  divining  rod  in  front  of  the  billboards,  over  the  newspaper  edi- 
torials, or  over  the  squares  on  the  ballot  for  that  matter,  and  feel  for  influence.  Two: 
toss  a   coin. 

A  third  way,  less  simple  but  really  more  pleasant:  invite  a  few  friends  to  your  home 
on  Saturday,  June  4,  to  hear  and  discuss  KPFA's  symposium  of  experts  on  California's 
water  problem.  Running  from  11:00  A.M.  to  about  4:30  P.M.,  with  an  hour  and  a  half 
off  for  lunch  and  folksongs,  the  Symposium  includes  authoritative  statements  of  the  bond 
act  sponsors  and  of  regional  interests;  an  examination  of  basic  criteria,  of  alternative  pro 
posals,  and  of  ways  to  cope  with  land  monopoly,  land  speculation  and  "unjust  enrichment."

VALENTINIAN,  says  Raymond  Raikes,  is  Fletcher's  tragic  masterpiece.  It  is  one  of  the  fifteen 
plays  he  wrote  on  his  own  after  his  association  with  Francis  Beaumont  ended  in  1613  (although 
he  also  collaborated  with  other  writers,  including  Shakespeare  on  Henry  VIII).  The  plot  follows 
the  true  story  of  the  fifth-century  Roman  emperor  Valentinian,  who  by  a  trick  succeeded  in  se- 
ducing the  virtuous  wife  of  his  general,  Maximus,  thereby  bringing  about  his  own  death  and, 
finally,  that  of  Maximus  too.

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.  .  .  Beauty  in  music  is  too  often  confused  with  something  that  lets  the  ears  lie  back  in  an  easy 
chair.  Many  sounds  that  we  are  used  to  do  not  bother  us,  and  for  that  reason  we  are  inclined 
to  call  them  beautiful.  Frequently— possibly  almost  invariably— analytical  and  impersonal  tests 
will  show  .  .  .  that  when  a  new  or  unfamiliar  work  is  accepted  as  beautiful  on  its  first  hearing, 
its  fundamental  quality  is  one  that  tends  to  put  the  mind  to  sleep.  A  narcotic  is  not  always 
unnecessary,  but  it  is  seldom  a  basis  of  progress,  that  is,  wholesome  evolution  in  any  creative 
experience.  This  kind  of  progress  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  beauty— at  least  in  its  deeper  emo- 
tional interests,  if  not  in  its  moral  values  .  .  .  Possibly  the  fondness  for  individual  utterance  may 
throw  out  a  skin-deep  arrangement  which  is  readily  accepted  as  beautiful— formulae  that  weaken 
rather  than  toughen  up  the  musical  muscles.  If  the  composer's  sincere  conception  of  his  art  and 
of  its  function  and  ideals  coincide  to  such  an  extent  with  these  groove-colored  permutations  of 
tried-out  progressions  in  expedience  that  he  can  arrange  them  over  and  over  again  to  his  trans- 
cendent delight,  has  he  or  has  he  not  been  drugged  with  an  overdose  of  habit-forming  drugs? 
And  as  a  result  do  not  the  muscles  of  his  clientele  become  flabbier  until  they  give  way  altogether 
and  find  refuge  only  in  a  seasoned  opera-box,  where  they  can  see  without  thinking?  .  .  .  Perhaps 
all  unity  in  art,  at  its  inception,  is  half-natural  and  half-artificial,  but  time  insists,  or  at  least  makes 
us  or  inclines  to  make  us  feel  that  it  is  all  natural.  It  is  easy  for  us  to  accept  it  as  such.  The  "unity 
of  dress"  for  a  man  at  a  ball  requires  a  collar,  yet  he  could  dance  better  without  it. 

Coherence,  to  some  extent,  is  presumably  something  which  satisfies  the  listener's  subconscious 
perspective.  But  is  this  its  only  function?  Has  it  not  another  of  bringing  outer  or  new  things  into 
a  wider  coherence?  Is  the  side  of  the  sense  of  perspection  which  is  usually  the  first  satisfied  unduly 
influenced  by  some  things  made  by  a  narrow  (though  natural  enough)  conscious  "plan  of  co- 
herence"? How  much  of  this  influence  is  artificial  and  unnecessary?  If  the  question  could  be  an- 
swered, would  it  explain  why  many  musicians  are  apt  to  slide  easily  into  the  habit  of  taking  the 
"past"  as  a  stronger  criterion  for  the  "future"  than   is  fair  to  the  "future"?
